n. Penrose, of New Market, N. J,, 
where we stayed over night.

They all were hospitable. W^e found 
Mrs. Frank Penrose very stout and 
tall — taller than before.

Mr. Charlos 
Fortescue left Pliiladel|)hia some 
time ago and obiaiiuHl a job at a 
car shop, where he has ever since 
been working, . with Mr. Cuss, 
another <l(»af-mute, bolh being (ex- 
perts in cabinet-making. Another 
is Mr, Hjlvvin Heller, who !>< U\r^\. 
man of a hoisery mill. 

When we had got inti» N* ,> i ^t k, 
we weie amused to see, the first 
thing — that is, the horsecar coming 
up -tottering slowly, as though 
weary at tim(»s of progress. 

Mr. Ira Poorman for tlie first 
time, has se«Mi such a great and 
skyward-built city ! After many 
places of interest and amus«»menl 
were visited an<I sights4Hnng was 
satiNtled, his feet luM'ame sore ani 
burned from walking too much. Of 
course, he <lid not exjiect to find 
every stnMd covered with cat pet. 

We then went to Mr. Theo. I. 
Lounsbury's place of business, ex- 
pecting to meet him. He was, how- 
over, not to be found. 

We saw Master Walter Breen. 
Had we captured and returned him 
back ti) his father, Thomas Breen, 
of Philadelphia, wo would have le- 
ceived a reward as our share, be- 
cause Mr. Breen is the president i\{ 
All Souls' Club. Hundreds of tele- 
grams ancl letters of congratubitions 
would have flown to him, and the 
pn^ss would have lauded him as a 
grateful martyr ! But uptui second 
look the supposed- to-be-kidnapped 
boy was no other than Master Theo. 
I. Lounsbury. Both he ami Walter 
looked very much alike — in face, 
ag<^ and htught.

Still Fanwood in 
our memory remains ever green. 

We expected to meet and shake 
hands with Dr. Currier, but ho was 
out of town — in Essex County. So 
was every other teacher absent, as 
it was a holiday. 

In our rounds of exandning this 
place, we were delighted to reach 
out gladdening hands for a shake 
with Miss Agnes Craig and Miss 
Judge, now a grown-up lady. The 
latter became our guide all over the 
buildings, for which she has our 
thanks. 

On entering the boys' yard, to 
our surprise, we saw the aged Mr. 
Shotwell, he being-OG years old. A 
grand old man ! 

We bade Fanw<K)d farewell I 
Our hope of seeing her again in our 
minds for fifteen years has l>een 
fulfilled. Indeed, I love her 
memories. 

Returning to the city in the even- 
ing of Decoration Day, we boarded 
the trf^in for Philadelphia, Messrs. 
J. and F. Penrose stopping olt at 
Plainfield. 

We all declared that we had an 
enjoyable experience ! 

Mrs. W. F. Durian remained 
with Mrs. J. II. Penrose until Wed- 
nesday, when both went over to 
Bound Brook, to get a few hours' 
gossip with Mrs. Emma Coombs.

Many deaf-mutes from other 
parts of the countiy have come to 
this city and returned home disaj)- 
pointed in sorrow, because the em- 
ployment offices of General Electric 
Wo^'ks and Schenectady locomotive 
work liave been and are still closed 
to applicants for positions. 

George Fisher was laid otT at 
Westinghouse foundry last Satur- 
day, and has started for home in 
Buffalo, to spend a few days with 
his wife and three children. 

John T. Campbell is the happy 
possessor of a new baby carriage 
that is worth $60. The union at 
the locomotive works raised money 
for the carriage, with which he was 
preserrted hy the union committee. 

The mother of John L. Connors 
died suddenly, of heart failure, 
while sitting on a chair by her win- 
dow, in Watervliet.

The aforesaid tailor was 
inveigled into smoking a cigar 
which poasessed all the capabilities 
of a Roman candle or a sky rocket. 
The trick must have been played 
by some one well aware of the tailor's 
habit of pi'^king up cigars which 
appear to be running loose about 
the shop, for when he arrived there 
yestenlay the cigar was on the table. 
He at once appropriatetl it, but <tid 
not light it until the afternoon, afier 
his work had l)een somewhat finished 
and he had more time to devote to 
the task of keeping it lit. The 
tailor had just reached the interest- 
ing part of the weed when without 
a moment's warning tlie thing began 
to shoot s})arks an(l various coUu'ed 
balls of tire, while a volume of 
smoke sufficient from the infernal 
affair and caused those who witness- 
ed t4ie spectacle to make a combined 
rush, for the fire extinguisher wliicli 
hut for some cooler heads, would 
have been turned on the luckless 
guardian of the law.

His disposition is gentlemanly and 
engaging, and his mind is a vast 
storehouse of anectlotes and gen- 
eral knowledge. 

Fred Satow is a gn>at favorite 
among the city deaf-mutes owing to 
his amiable disposition. He is em- 
employed at the (General Electric 
W^orks. 

A society of deaf-mutes in this 
city, shocked by the sudden death 
of their friend, Frederick L. Lock- 
wood, meet with a feeling of madness 
to pay theii last tribute. But even 
in the time of sorrow pleasant 
memoriei^ cix)wd upon us antl we 
rejoice in having known one who 
enjoyed life so intensely and addeil 
so much to the joys of others' lives. 
Wo shall hold him in affectionate 
remembrMUce as a whole-souled, 
genial, manly man, who brought 
sunshine wherever he went. From 
his ohiidhood he longed to be a 



newspaper worker and the achieve- 

inents of his manhood gave the 
most rich promise of at>undant 
su(»cess in his chosen vocation. 
Intensely loval to his paper, he was 
student of all that is best in jour- 
nalism. He not only did not shirk 
duties but had that aggressive 
determination to find more work 
which characterizes only the f^^w 
who are determine<l to range among 
the leaders in tlie newspapi^r world 
Kindly, generous, true Was our 
departcii friend. We mourn that 
he will be n« longer seen among us 
but find consolation in the fact 
that so long as memoiy shall last, 
recalling the life of Frederick L. 
Lockwood will be a joyous re 
mem b ranee. He was a graceful 
sign maker. 

During the service, in this city, 
Mr. Van Allen took occasion to 
refer to the manner in which deaf- 
mutes are ol>served by the public. 
He alluded to vseveral unfortunate 
instances where I'eporters were pre- 
sent at church services and observe 
that deaf-mutes were not so decor- 
ous in behavior in church, as they 
ought to be, and published unfavor- 
al)le comments in the newspapers. 
Mr. Van Allen implored his au- 
dience not to be angry with him, but 
to accept his advice as given in the 
spirit of brotherly love when he 
told them that these things ought to 
warn them to make as good an 
impression on the public mind r.s 
they can by always being decent in 
behavior, especially at church. 
He told them that they had hours, 
days and weeks and even months, 
to think about worldly things with 
all its foolishness, but at church he 
asked only one brief hour to devote 
to the woi*ship of God. Better 
advice than this was never given, 
yet even wliile Mr. Van Allen was 
giving it and trying to lead our 
hearts nearer to God, three young 
men from Albany were talking, 
snickering, laughing and iesting, 
and by their luoticuis greatly dis- 
turbing the rcv^t of the audience and 
paying no attention vYhat't>ver to the 
prt>acdier. Two of the audience 
were so ashamed to see these thr»ee 
young men from All)any behaving 
so foolishly, that they got up and 
went honte Ibng befoi-e the service 
was over. Why did these three 
young men come to church? Were 
they jnvited to a pic-nic? Were 
they invited to monkey with the 
preacher? Was it a party or circus 
they came to see? Those are the 
places for laughing, talking and 
making noise, but a church is the 
place to be QuiKT and Attentive, 
if not the place to <levote a little 
while to the worship of God. 
These three young men need not 
stand up alone for all this censure, 
theie are others who, at (»ther 
times have been equally disgusting 
in iheir behavior at church. It is 
very disagret^able to write this in a 
newspaper but some means should 
be atiopred to check this disgrace to 
our class. Hearing people behave 
far better than many deaf-mutes at 
chuich because they are too sensible 
to disgrace themselves in the eyes 
of others. The deaf-mutes employ- 
ed at the General Electric Company 
are attendants at church.

The gar- 
dens were irrigated by water from 
the Euphrates river. There was a 
lasge reservoir on top of the hill. 
Tliese famous gardens made de- 
lightful pleasure grounds high 
enough to be beyon«l the reach of 
mosquitoes — to escape which was,

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rer. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
DeHf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty- five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tioh of such a buihliug as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples.

Gallaudet 
hoped duiing his lifetime to see the 
erection of this liuilding, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was udt per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
mest fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty -five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligieus and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for *• The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heattily endorse the memorial.
